I've found that some of the little cheapies are surprisingly accurate, after 
taking them to work and comparing to a calibrated Fluke. 


I have a Radio Shack unit that has a PC interface that allows you to trend 
(graph) a parameter over time. Pretty nice, something over $100. I also 
picked up a surplus no-name from B.G. Micro for $10 or $15 that was 
surprisingly accurate. And I have an auto-ranging DVM from Sears that's 20 
years old and does well. 


OK. Besides accuracy, what's important? Well, the cheapie from B.G. Micro 
requires a whole stack of button cells as its battery. Not good. Auto shut 
off would be nice, since I'm prone to forget to turn stuff off. 


The RS meter requires a fair amount of disassembly to replace the fuse used 
for current measurements, and I tend to blow them now and then. Also, 
instead of crashing gracefully, it will start giving highly improbable 
readings as the battery is dying. 


So good luck, don't automatically shy away from inexpensive meters, and look 
at features other than just accuracy.

I totally disagree Dan. Of the inexpensive filters I have (e.g. not DSP 
like my NIR-12s) two are SCAFs, and are FAR superior to any other of the 
non-DSPs. I have both the OHR SCAF and one made several years ago by an 
Alabama company named Dynamic Electronics. The one exception I would make 
to this sweeping endorsement are 88-mH-based (telephone toroid) filters. 
Their single-center-frequency audio response makes them VERY good-sounding 
filters. However, without variable BW (the OHR switches) they are more like 
what you described for the SCAFs... but admittedly do sound really nice. 


You cannot buy either one, but I believe Vectronics has a kit SCAF filter 
still available, and if I had to give up my OHR, I'd probably want to get a 
Vectronics. I wouldn't take my NIR-12s to the field, but the OHR/etc. is 
small, inexpensive, and effective. Beats the daylights out of any 
inexpensive filter I know of.

My high-school aged son is working on a physics project delaing 
with transmission of radio waves through various materials. (He's 
a no-code tech, so he can do the experiments without 
supervision.) 


For his experiment, he placed a 2m ht in a carboard tube 

wrapped in aluminum foil, with just one end left unshielded. He 
placed various materials over this end of the tube, and recorded 

the readings on a field strenght meter when he transmitted at one 
frequency. Materials included plastics, metals, air (nothing), and a 
bowl of water. 


What he needs now is some mathematical/physics theory against 

which to evaluate his data. Unfortunately, I don't remember 

enough antenna and dielectric theory to reduce the field 

equations (vector calculus) to something I can still explain to him 
and he can handle (algebra and trigonometry--I can probably still 
handle scalar calculus, too). Any help would be most appreciated, 
whether directly or via pointers to stuff on the web.

I have a 'selection' of meters that I use for different things. Some 
people 

get so tied up in ‘the best tool’ that they forget that the ‘best tool' 
and the 

‘best tool for the job' are not always the same thing. 


First off, keep an eye out at fleas and such for a good ANALOG meter. 
There are times you just can't beat the visual impact of a moving needle 
for peaking a circuit, or even ‘sweeping’. With that in mind, try to find 
an old 'FET VOM' or at least a 100K/Volt meter. I have 2 old Radio 

Shack meters for that. One is a 100K/V meter, the other is a REALLY 

old FET-VOM. 


Then I have 2 LCD meters I use. Each seems to have a place for what 

I'd doing. The cheap one is a DI DM5XL from Beckman Instruments. 

It's main shortcoming is a 200ma limit for current. I keep a set of 
alligator 

leads in it all the time. My other meter is a Radio Shack number 22-801. 
I tend to grab that 99% of the time for ‘radio work'. It's 3-3/4 digits 
(isn't 

that what you call it when it reads to 3.999 in the display?) and works 
extremely well, although I do find I have to disable the auto-range 
feature 

now and then. The BI meter is only 3-1/2 digits (reads to 1.999). 


Then I have a Fluke 'ScopeMeter', which is a BIG (definitely NOT 
pocket sized! Not even a ski coat!) digital storage scope and meter. 
But that's got a hefty price tag (well into 4 digits) on it. 


The bottom line is NOT to try to get one meter to do all. You can 
‘fine tune' what you want and use to ‘narrow in' on maybe 2 or 3 meters, 


but once you start getting serious, you'll quickly discover that no meter 
fits all bills the way you'd like! Sometimes for ergonomics, sometimes 
for accuracy and functionality, sometimes just for looks.

Yesterday, I was given a solid-state amplifier that I am not able to readily 
identify. It has a model number of TX 250. Opening it, I found by its 
construction that it is not a VHF amplifier. It uses broadband matching 
transformers and has two RF power transistors marked RF120. The amplifier 
has a couple of toggle switches; on/off, preamp on/off, AM/SSB, and 
low/medium/high. It is well constructed (US) and some components have 1986 
date codes. I have a suspicion this may be 10/11-meter amplifier. 


This is not exactly a QRP question, but this amplifier might hold promise 
for modification and use with my K2. A goggle search hasn't produced any 
clues. Anyone familiar with this amplifier?

>opinion, they are good as "comfort" filters, not as the primary 
>selectivity.

>These things are extremely noisy. As such, they have to go at the very 
>end of the amplifier chain so its inherent noise is not amplified, and 
>become objectionable. 


Dan might be right in these comments but I have a LTC1068 in my HB "big 
rig" and leave it switched in most of the time. I find it greatly reduces 
wide band noise and makes weak CW signals easier to copy. 


Granted, this rig does have a four xtal IF filter, RF derived AGC and the 
SCAF is the last thing in line before the audio power amp. 


My main problem was finding a clock for the SCAF which didn't drift and 
make harmonics and get into the IF and RF input of the receiver. I ended up 
using a "multiple output" clock IC which starts with a built in 20 Mhz xtal 
oscillator and had a divided output at just the right frequency for the 
SCAF (or close enough).

do not mean to give the impression they are useless. That is clearly 


not the case. It can be used to good advantage to supplement the main 
filtering, but is simply too late in the audio chain to stop big 
adjacent signals. 


The problem with the SCAF chips the cool LT and Maxim 5th and 8th order 
Elliptic low pass filters is that the noise is only 80 db down or so 
from a full range output. That sounds like a lot, but that is roughly 


0. 


5 mV of noise. Comfortable headphone level is often only 40 mV or 


so. That means that a SCAF filter is best used with almost no gain 
between it and the headphones or they will become noticeably noisy. 


The good news is that there is 40 db between 40 mV and 4v, so a SCAF can 
be used to get rid of a fairly good sized interferer. However, when 
pushed beyond that boundary, distortion and distortion products can make 
things sound kind of nasty.

I totally disagree Dan. Of the inexpensive filters I have (e.g. not DSP 
like my NIR-12s) two are SCAFs, and are FAR superior to any other of the 
non-DSPs. I have both the OHR SCAF and one made several years ago by an 


Alabama company named Dynamic Electronics. The one exception I would make 
to this sweeping endorsement are 88-mH-based (telephone toroid) filters. 
Their single-center-frequency audio response makes them VERY good-sounding 
filters. However, without variable BW (the OHR switches) they are more like 
what you described for the SCAFs... but admittedly do sound really nice. 


You cannot buy either one, but I believe Vectronics has a kit SCAF filter 
still available, and if I had to give up my OHR, I'd probably want to get a 
Vectronics. I wouldn't take my NIR-12s to the field, but the OHR/etc. is 
small, inexpensive, and effective. Beats the daylights out of any 
inexpensive filter I know of.

Al's questions on SCAF filters and Dan's reply prompt this note 


Dan is right, the SCAF performs best at fairly signal high levels, say with 


50 to 60=A0dB of gain in front of them; the audio output of a receiver works 
fine.=20 


Filtering should be distributed throughout a receiver, not just in the low 
level stages. The selectivity should be as narrow as possible as soon as 
possible. Each stage that has gain should be accompanied by one that has 
selectivity. This does two things, reduces the signals available in the 
receiver's bandwidth to generate intermodulation distortion and reduces the 
wideband noise introduced by the gain stage. 


So, in a superhet, the first filter, or preselector, is between the antenna 
and first mixer. This filter is fairly broad and usually serves primarily t= 
ro) 

reduce problems with second order intermodulation, IF leak through, and 
image response. A two stage filter, usually coupled resonators, is commonly 
used. A single stage has too little out of band rejection. Filters with 
three or more stages can be tedious to align. 


The second significant stage of filtering usually comes after the first 
mixer, although there are mixers that provide some selectivity. Dan designe= 
d 

one. The filter after the first mixer is usually where most of the 
selectivity in a receiver is achieved. This is usually a crystal filter, an= 
d 

the more poles the better. This filter also reduces noise by virtue of 
reducing the bandwidth. This filter is usually followed by an IF amplifier, 
but there are receivers which do away with this stage. 


The IF amplifier has not only gain, but also introduces noise outside of th= 
e 

bandwidth of the crystal filter. A second filter can be used here to reduce 
the noise that is seen by the product detector. A simple filter is 
sufficient here, one consisting of a single crystal is adequate. The Red Ho= 
t 

20 (NorCal-20) uses this configuration as does the Sierra. This filter also 
helps to improve the strong signal handling capability of the product 
detector. 


If the product detector has gain, like an NE602, it will also introduce 
noise. Often an active filter follows an active mixer, but an LC filter is 
a better choice here. Unless large inductors are used, these filters can be 
lossy. If older op amps, like the 741, are used in the audio chain, they ca= 
n 

introduce noise. MOdern devices, like the NE 5532 and OP604 are preferred. 


In most receivers, a SCAF can be introduced between the last stages of audi= 
O 
preamplification and the final audio amplifier without introducing excess 


noise. This will not probably not be true in minimalist receivers such as 
the Neophyte or SWL, but it does depend on frequency. 


The final audio amplifier can introduce noise outside the bandwidth of 
interest, and a low pass filter (L and C) at the output will make a receive= 
Xr 

much more enjoyable to listen to. 


The problems with strong signals reducing desired signal strength and 
introduving distortion in the SCAF can be largely be eliminated by using th= 
e 

SCAF after the final amplifier, turning off the AGC, or both. 


Outboard filters made from SCAFs should be fine, and are probably the best 
application of SCAF technology. 


Not all SCAFs are created equal. The Linear Technology ones are probably th= 
e 

best of the crop, but they are expensive. Linear has a prety good free 
sample policy. The Maxim filtters are a bit noisy. They also have a good 
free sample policy. All SCAFs require careful bypassing.

Now THAT I can agree with. They are certainly no substitute for a decent 
IF. My experience with them is limited to receivers such as the Drake 
R-7... and even then, the Drake was set for either 500Hz or 300Hz. With 
that setup, you do indeed get single signal reception-and I never gave the 
‘front end filtering’ the Drake's RF and IF filters provided as help!

I did a bit more work on this radio issue this weekend. Not a lot, was too 
busy with the contest. I tried out the Scout at 50W into the dummy load and 
still could hear audio in the speaker, with good coax inbetween the radio 
and the tuner. [BTW, I'm using the 300W dummy load in the MFJ-969.] I 
tried running a different power supply, one that runs 50W FM radios 
seemingly fine (but I don't have the output ratings on this supply), and it 
does the same issue. 


I ran with the possibly problematic dipole on the CQ WW SSB WPX contest, and 
made 10 or 15 contacts with my FT-817 at 5W, no issues. I later changed 
over to some verticals that I made up for the backyard (which I have yet to 
take down--funny, no one mows the yard or plays in it for the matter when it 
still has a foot of snow) and made some more contacts. 


Hopefully, tonight, I'll try out a couple of things: the vertical antennas 
and see if it is a near-field issue (the vertical is around 25 or 50 feet 
away), and I'll try out some electrolytics on the supply (and disk too) and 
see if it is RF getting into the radio. I did try out some ferrite clamp on 
chokes, used only one but it had no effect so far. 


Oh yeah, I did pretty well with the simple vertical antenna. I cut 3 
counterpoises at 11 feet and one at 16.5 feet, and soldered them to the 
shield of some coax. I cut one piece at 11 feet and another at 16.5 feet, 
and those two went to the center. I hung the mess from the 
clothesline--which, with the weight on it, suspended the mess at about 12 
feet. The 15m element is straight up and down, where as the 20m element is 
at about 45 degrees (I used clothespins to keep ‘em in place). Worked 
decently well, at least according to the LDG Z-11. It ran happily at bypass 
with >2:1 SWR on those two bands. Too bad I can't leave those antennas up 
like the dipole.
